— Illinois 
D epartm ent Leads the 
Line—Every 
Effort is Made to

P i t t s b u r g , 
Sept 12—T he 
rep o rt 
m ade to th e G rand Arm y th is m orn­ 
in g shows a loss 
in 
m em bership 
th rough death and eth er causes dur­ 
ing th e past year,of 28,140 men. F crty 
thousand men who fought to save the 
union m arched th ro u g h the cities of 
P ittsb u rg and Allegheny yesterday. 
T he fam iliar w ar tunes to w hich they 
and th e ir com rades rushed to victory 
or to death filled the air and echoed 
back from the sorrounding hills. The 
m usic made th eir h earts beat as in the 
stirrin g tim es of th irty years ago, 
and b ro u g h t th e flush of patriotism 
and courage to th e ir cheeks. 
But 
w hile they stepped o u t boldly and 
bravely they could n ot straig h ten 
th e ir b en t form s nor conceal their 
gray hairs and furrow ed cheeks. They 
carried no heavy rifle w ith its g litte r­ 
ing bayonet, b u t aided th eir aged 
lim bs w ith w alking canes, w hile here 
and there in the line of blue came a 
com rade on crutches. 
They m arched 
no more beneath th e yaw ning muzzles 
of frow ning cannon, b u t p ast b attery 
a fte r b attery of b rig h t eyes, w hile the 
fair enem y waved w hite handker­ 
chiefs and applauded w ith 
shrill, 
sw eet voices. 
On every street corner and vacant 
lo t rose tier afte r tier of hum an faces 
and as the veterans passed cheer after 
cheer greeted them . 
Every window 
along the route, the fire escapes and 
roof tops w ere crowded, 
w hile the 
sidew alks were packed from the build 
ing line to the wire ropes stretched 
along the curb to prevent interference 
w ith the free m ovem ent of the parade 
o f the G rand Army of the Republic. 
A t 10:30 o’clock the parade started 
from the historic M onongahela house 
on the banks of the river from w hich 
it takes its name. 
F irst came Company A, second b at 
talion naval reserves, N. G. P., guard 
o f 
honor 
to 
Comm ander-in-Chief 
Adams. 
T hen followed the depart 
m ents of the G rand Army of the Re­ 
public in the follow ing order: 
Illinois, W isconsin, Ohio, New York, 
Connecticut, M assachusetts, "New Je r­ 
sey, Maine, California, Rhode Island, 
New H am pshire, V erm ont, Potomac,

The decorations of the tw o cities 
w ere m ost lavish. 
It was said by 
m en w ho had attended m any previous 
encam pm ents, th a t w hile individual 
displays m ay have been excelled in 
o th er cities, they had never seen deco­ 
ra tio n s on such a generous and gen­ 
e ra l scale. 
H ardly »a dw elling, no 
m a tter how poor, b u t a t least had a 
flag and usually a display of bunting 
as well, while the business houses in 
every p a rt of the 
cities 
m ade a 
gorgeous showing. 
Probably never 
again will the veterans tu rn out in 
such force, as it is 
seriously 
con­ 
tem plated by the G rand Army officials, 
in view of the advancing age and in­ 
firm ities of the members, to abandon 
th is m ost attractiv e feature of the 
n atio n al encam pm ent T herefore they 
proposed to m ake th e la st parade 
success and tram ped over the tw o 
m iles of route w ith the sam e d eterm i­ 
nation th a t characterized them w hen 
they m arched against the southern 
armies.

Chicag o, S ep t 12.—The Debs trial 
for contem pt of court was resum ed 
before Judge Woods of 
the United 
States court yesterday. 
The public 
in terest in the case had apparently 
increased. 
The hallw ay leading to 
the courtroom was thronged w ith 
curious people. 
The day was m ainly devoted to ta k ­ 
ing evidence relatin g to the stoppage 
of m ail train s and the alleged ob­ 
struction of in terstate commerce by 
the mobs during the period of the 
boycott, 
though nothing new was 
elicited. 
T here was, however, some 
p arts of the proceedings w hich were 
of special in te re st 
For instance, the 
defense made a sta rt in its promised 
feat of proving the General Managers* 
association had form ed a conspiracy 
against American labor and the Debs 
boycott was purely a defensive move­ 
m ent in ^ h e in terest of the industria 
classes. 
The ’first w itness called was Charles 
Dunlap, the general superintendent o: 
the Rock Island road. 
He gave a de­ 
tailed account of the strike of the em­ 
ployes of his road, of th e com plete 
stoppage of m ail train s and in ter­ 
state commerce from Ju n e 30 to July 
5. 
A fter these scenes, and u n til July 
15, trains moved only by the assist 
ance of U nited States m arshals and 
troops 
The m ain interest attach in g 
tc Mr. D unlop’s testim ony arose out 
of 
th e 
cross-exam ination 
by 
Mr. 
Gregory. 
He began a t once asking the w itness 
w hat he knew about the association 
and its doings 
Mr. Dunlop developed 
nothing of any im portance. 
B ut a 
discussion grew out of it w hich was 
the m ost interesting and im portant 
p a rt of the day’s proceedings 
“Your Honor,” said Mr. 
Gregory, 
“in denying the m otion to quash the 
inform ation, stated th a t it would be 
an unlaw ful act, as I understood, for 
m en to com bine to leave the service 
of a road because some other road or 
some other corporation w as treatin g 
some other men unjustly or unfairly.” 
T he court denied m aking this state­ 
m e n t intentionally, claim ing it to 
have been a slip of the tongue, though 
it has been extensively 
circulated 
th ro u g h o u t the country. Mr. Gregory 
announced him self as satisfied w ith 
having Judge Woods Hake this pub­ 
lic announcement* and the m atter w as 
dropped. 
Many railroad men w ere called to 
testify as to th e interference w ith 
th eir train s by mobs along the ra il­ 
road tracks, b u t direct evidence th a t 
mem bers of the A. R. U. were im pli­ 
cated in the disorder was n o t in tro ­ 
duced. 
The proceedings of the day closed 
w ith the testim ony of tw o m essenger 
boys of the W estern Union, who were

disappeared.

Mistaking a packet of bi-sulphate of 
mercury for an acetanalid headache 
powder, cost Dr. Hobart a patient. He 
administered the 
mercury to Mrs. 
Joseph Mills and Mrs. Mills died be­ 
fore Dr. Hobart could drive to Foster’s 
drug stoi*e in Beloit and discover hi3 
mistake. 
Foster says: 
“ Dr. Hobart asked me for a sample 
of a couple of acetanalid powders, 
something used successfully for the 
cure of headache. 
Dr. Hobart said 
the remedy was new to him. 
I laid 
one on the end of the counter and 
asked him to step behind the prescrip­ 
tion case while I showed him how the 
powder 
was prepared. 
He did so. 
I 
prepared 
the 
second 
pow­ 
der for him and laid it on the prescrip 
tion case. 
Ju st then a lady spoke to 
me and I began waiting on hex and 
Dr. Hobart left the store. 
I then no 
ticed he had forgotten to take the 
powder from the prescription case, 
He asked my clerk, Mr. Ames, if the 
doctor had taken the other powder, 
and he said he took something from 
the counter. 
Before the doctor came 
in I had put up two packages for a 
battery charge and set them on the 
counter 
One paper contained 120 
grains of bisulphate of mercury, a 
deadly poison, that I had just bor­ 
rowed at another store. 
“ About the time Dr. Hobart got the 
powders some one got the battery com­ 
pound. 
Thursday Dr. Hobart called 
and said something was wrong with 
the second or big headache powder; 
that the first one worked well, but the 
second one had caused terrible sick­ 
ness, and he described symptoms of 
the bi-sulphate poisoning. 
It flashed 
over me instantly that Dr. Hobart had 
taken 
and 
given 
the 
mercury 
powder by 
mistake. 
On my ques* 
tioning him he 6aid it was a powder 
much larger than the first one. 
I 
w as appalled. 
Dr. I said,. you have 
killed the woman. 
The powder con­ 
tained 120 grains of mercury. 
It 
proved true. 
In helping himself he 
had taken the poison powder. 
“ How he could have made the mis­ 
take, for the poison powder 
was 
twelve 
times 
larger 
than 
the 
acetanalid 
powder, 
and it 
was 
smashed “ bisulphate of mercury” I 
cannot understand. 
This is the fact 
and I am sorry for all who have suf­ 
fered by the fatal dose, but it was no 
fault of mine or my 
clerks.

Gazette office all day exam ining the 
specimens of Russian thistle left by 
Street Commissioner Hanthorn. 
More 
ouncbes were found today. 
In some 
ocalities in Dakota the thistle has 
done great damage to the farm ing in­ 
terests. 
The plant often grows to a 
size of six feet in diameter, and is 
well formed, and when the seeds ripen 
the plant breaks off at the roots and a 
strong wind will roll it miles across 
the prairie, scattering the seeds to 
such an extent th a t the following year 
the country is full of it. 
One plant, it 
:.s estimated, will produce about 2C0- 
000 seed and it will also propagate by 
the roots, which ran down in the 
ground 
from 
one 
to 
tw o 
feet. 
In 
South 
Dakota three 
counties 
were 
de 
populated 
on 
account of this weed, the damaging 
effects of which the farm ersdid not dis 
cover until it was impossible for them 
to get rid of it. 
The plant was first 
brought to the Dakotas by some Rus­ 
sian im m igrants, who allowed it to 
grow for the sheep during greening, 
and since then it has been rapidly 
spreading to the other states. 
From 
South Dakota it spread to Minnesota, 
and now the farm ers of Sauk and ad­ 
joining country are threatened. 
Some of the plants stand four feet 
high and have spread out to such an 
extent th at they could not be crowded 
through an open doorway. 
The only 
successful way of exterm inating it, is 
to dig up the plant by the roots and 
then destroy it by fire. 
Now is the time for the city and 
municipal authorities to aet. 
lf the 
m atter is taken up a t once while 
the 
plant 
i3 
only found in small 
quantities its hold in the community 
coaid be uprooted w ith very little ex­ 
pense. 
T hat is a serious m atter and 
one th at will interest all good citizens.
